GERMANS LAUNCHED 
PICARDY OFFENSIVE 
A YEAR AGO TODAY

WASHINGTON, March 21. 


O-« year ago today the Ger- 


man army at the peak of 

its power poured down on 
the British lines’ in Picardy, 
bent on winning an overwhelm- 
ing victory before American 
troops should reach the front in 
force. 

Today Germany no longer ex- 
ists as a military power; her gi- 
gantic war machine has_ col- 
lapsed and the Americans — she 
sought to avoid stand _ astride 
the Rhine, shoulder to shoulder 
with the British and French and 
with all of Germany absolutely 
at its mercy. 

When the cables on March 21. 
1918, brought the news of the 
first terrific German onslaught, 
American effort, officers here 
today recalled, was striving to- 
ward the production of an army 
of 5,000,000 men, equipped to 
bring victory in 1919. Within 
less than nine months the First 
and Second American Armies 
had broken the very hinge of the 
whole enemy front, with the cap- 
ture of Sedan, while decided vic- 
tories had been won by the Brit- 
ish -and French. It was then 
that to save themselves from the 
ignominy of having their army 
captured, the German leaders 
forced the flight of the Emperor 
and surrendered as a nation.

JUDGE CHARGES O'LEARY JURY

Trial Against Defendant Accused | 
Under Espionage Act Has 
Lasted Eight Weeks.

"NEW YORK, March 21.—The trial 
of Jeremiah A. O'Leary, of the Bull | 
Publishing Co. and the American 
Truth Society, which has been in 
progress nearly eight weeks to con- 
sider evidence relating to their al- 
leged seditious writings and publica- 
tions, approached its conclusion to- 
day when Judge Augustus Hand 
charged the jury. The case was 
given to the jury shortly before noon. 

The Judge told the jury that mere 
proof that the defendants published 
the articles complained of, attacking 
the American alliance with En- 
gland,’ would not establish’ their 
guilt, unless it was found they had 
acted with the intent of interfering 
with military preparations. On the 
conspiracy count, he asserted, the 
jurors must be satisfied in order to 
convict, that two or more of the 
defendants connived to commit the 
acts alleged. 

O'Leary heard the charge with his 
wife and two little sons sitting along- 
side him.

Britain as a bogey is dead in this coun- 
try, as everyone knows. There are vari- 
ous “perils” surrounding us, but no one 
could pretend to see a “British peril” and 
keep a straight face. The British people 
are far more frightened by us than we 
are by them, in the sense that they are 
more anxious concerning the future of 
relations between the English-speaking 
Powers. They are more than ready to 
enter into any sort of international rela- 
tionship to make sure of America’s last- 
ing friendship, provided that their own 
national dignity is not sacrificed. Some- 
times we see evidences of this desire 
which seem almost pathetic. One of the 
deepest disappointments of the § war, 
from the British point of view, would 
arise in a failure to bridge permanently 
the old chasm separating the two coun- 
tries. 

Yet politicians, publicists and newspa- 
pers in this country, that seek to kill the 
league of nations, pretend that the 
league is a mask for base British intrigue 
against our Hberties and independence. 
They do not hesitate even to appeal un- 
blushingly to the worst anti-British preju- 
dices latent among certain racial stocks.

In his delightful fantasy “The 
Harlequinade,’ Granville Barker, | 
English author-producer, prophesies” 
that if something is not speedily | 
done to help the (eater it will not, 
be long before the entire dramatic 
world will be organized upon a 
strictly efficient business basis. His 
keenly conceived producer of the fu- 
ture explains that the theatrical trust 
will turn out dramas by the can, each 
kind clearly stamped upon the con- 
tainer. A few indigent French au- 
thors are to be held in captivity, fed 
upon absinthe and caviar sandwiches 
during their periods of creative ac- 
tivity, to develop the only new ideas 
allowdd to filter into native Amer- 
ican productions. Although the pre- 
diction is supposed to apply to the 
day after the day after tomorrow, it 
really may not be so far off in cer- 
tain kinds of theatrical fare now be- 
ing offered to the public. . 

At the Globe Theater in New York 
there is running a musical comedy 
entitled “The Canary,” in which two 
stars twinkle and sometimes shine, 
while three others are featured in 
the headlines, The basis of the pro- 
duction was drawn from a play in 
French concocted by the two prolific 
boulevardiers, Georges Barr and 
Louls Verneuil. It was produced by 
‘two men—not one, as usual. The 
‘musical additions were made by a 
round half dozen. In the program 
only the famous Ivan Caryll and 
Irving Berlin are listed by name, all 
the remainder being grouped under 
the non-committal entry “and oth- 
ers.” A glance at the end of the 
playbill brings the information that 
, the others number four composers. 
One Man Designed Scenery. 

Among such a multiplicity of un- 
dertakers—not that anything fun- 
ereal is connotated by that word—lit 
is surprising that all the scenery was 
designed by one man, Joseph Urban. 
This last fact proves conclusively 
that it is impossible to keep artistic 
people out of the commercial the- 
ater. 

Professional managers may hate 
their ideas and resent their intrusion, 
but they really do in some way force 
‘themselves upon the acting stage and 
in spite of all opposition they re- 
form the theater whether it will or 
not. 

This skillful an@ frequently artis- 
tic desiener of sets has succeeded in 
painting widely different pictures for 
many different frames. Small “art” 
stages, open-air performances, and 
large operatic tableaux. have afford- 
ed him his best opportunities. A 
modern play with interpolated songs 
and dances is not likely to awaken 
the best that is In a real artist, so 
the sets of ‘“‘The Canary” are not 
quite up to Urban’s regular output. 
The reception room of a man’s home 
and the view across country from 
the terrace of a sanitorium admit of 
no especially original treatment. But 
the first act—Trimmer’s antique shop 
—though a little crowded, as such 
places are bound to be—is a genuine 
delight to gaze upon. 


Music Only Pleasing. 


As the intention in securing scen- 
ery by Urban was to add distinctive- 
ness to the appéarance of the stage 
pictures, a similar attempt was evi- 
dent in the productions of the com- 
rosers. At the conclusion of the per- 
formance one was conscious that the 
music had taken into account effects 
secured by so-called modern meth- 
ods. Frequently muted instruments 
obtruded upon the notice; at inter- 
vals usually submerged nolse makera, 
such as the oboe, valiantly struggle 
to the surface of captivating, sense- 
compelling melody or rhythm there 
was practically none. The music is 
pleasing; no more. The recruits fron 
vaudeville interpolated their “big 
t.me”’ specialties with as little prepa- 
ration in the text or excuse in the 
action as in all musical comedies. 
Just one of these is of first quality— 
the burglar dance of Doyle and Dix- 
on. Joseph Cawthorn sang the in- 
evitable topical song, “That Little 
German Band,” and Miss Sanderson 
strutted about with that unnatural 
and ungraceful gait she has prac- 
ticed so long. 

With all the talent called upon 
to provide musical numbers, the sec 
ond act demands from the soprano 
so timeworn a feature as a “Hunting 


Song.’ 

The mediocrity displayed in the) 
songs is exemplified in the costum- 
ing. A contemporaneous story does 
not abound in chances for plictur- 
esqueness in costume. It may be to! 
the credit of this comedy that it does | 
not introduce a masquerade or fancy | 
'dress ball, but it certainly is to its | 
\share that it sends upon the stage a 

chorus of girls dressed in patent 
‘leather boots, draped black «kirts, 
red coats and top hats, to step about 
and snap riding whips through the 
atmosphere. This kind of thing 
should never be resurrected. Several 
other details throughout the play 
make one wonder where the eyes and 
ears of the producers could have 
been during the rehearsals and early 
performances.
